Lebanese army moves 
into troubled South 


Taleghani, Sanjabi warn Iran

DAMOUR, Lebanon, April 17 (R)~A 
Lebanese army contingent moved into 
troubled South Lebanon today, with 

The lebanese troops were tak- 
ing a first step towards deploy- 
ment alongside United Nations 
troops and re-establishing gov- 
ernment authority in the region, a 
move opposed by right-wing 
militia. 

Jubilant Lebanese showered 
the lightly-armed troops with rice 
and flowers as the column of 
around 35 lorries and three 
armoured cars rumbled south 
from Beirut to the port of Sidon. 

The army is to move tomorrow 
from Sidon to join the United 
Nations Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL), sandwiched between 
Israeli-backed right-wing militia 
in a border enclave and Pales- 
tinians and Lebanese leftists 
farther north. 

The deployment of Lebanese 
troops with UNIFIL is seen as a 
significant step in Lebanese gov- 
ernment attempts to re-establish a 
presence in disputed southern 
Lebanon and conform with U.N. 

Security Council resolutions. 

But their mission is fraught with 
hazards and their military vul- 
nerability was shown by Ihe 
absence of heavy equipment, to 
match the big guns and tanks of 
the right-wing militia undeT 
renegade Maj. Saad Haddad. 

An earlier attempt to deploy the 
army in the south last July ended 
in disaster when the rightists 
blocked the advance of a unit in 
the village Kawkaba, 40 
kilometres north ' of their des- 
tination. But Maj. Munir Mulla, 
commander of the battalion, told 
correspondents he anticipated no 
major difficulties this time in 
deploying his men. 

The army move followed strong 
American pressure on Israel to 
rein in the right-wing militia and 
allow the Lebanese units to move 
south to meet an April 19 deadline 
set by the U.N. for their deploy- 
ment, diplomatic sources said.

Embassies deny 
IT.S., U,K. plans

Brussels attackers 
confess belonging 
to ‘Black March’ 

BRUSSELS, April 17 (R1 - Two 
Palestinians arrested after yes- 
terday’s abortive attempt to attack 
an Israeli airliner at Brussels air- 
port have said they belong to a 
group calling itself Black March, 
deputy Public Prosecutor Raoul 
de Vos said today. He said they 
would be charged later this week 
with attempted murder. 

Earlier, the two had said they 
belonged to the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). But 
the Brussels representative of the 
PLO, Mr. Naim Khader. said his 
organisation had nothing to do 
with the attack. It was a plot to 
bring the PLO into disrepute, he 
said. 

Last night in Beirut, an 
unknown group calling itself 
Black March claimed respon- 
sibility. The naming has its origins 
in the signing in March of the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty, 
rejected by the Palestinians and 
most Arab countries. 

The Palestinians were arrested 
after a bomb was thrown into the 
transit lounge as a Boeing 707 of 
IsraeFs El Al airline arrived from 
Tel Aviv. Twelve people were 
wounded, all Belgians.

THE PROCESS of attempted destabilisation of the Middie 
East in the wake of the Egyptian-Israeli separate peace 
treat> - has begun. Those who bear no goodwill towards the 
Arab countries who. like Jordan, have been forced to 
reconsider their destinies in view of the new realities in the 
region, are hard at work trying to undermine all the accom- 
plishments that have been made since last November m 
forging a- common Arab stand. 

*" The main instrument of this effort is the Israeli prop- 
aganda machinery — with the help of foreign news agencies 
and such newspapers as the Washington Post. AH these 
media have in recent days carried deliberately provocative 
reports alleging that some sort of tension exists in Jordan. It 
takes only a look around us to see that such reports are 
manifestly untrue. 

In the case of Israel radio, it is a sad tribute to three 
decades of its inflamed fulminations to observe that its 
reports somehow find credence in the ears of its Arab 
listeners. It is equally sad to observe that some of the grist 
for the Israeli propaganda mill now seems to be coming 
from Arab sources, particularly in Beirut: while we are 
pleased to see the Beirut press regaining some of its pre- 
war vigour, we can take no pleasure in reports emanating 
from those quarters that sene the aims of Zionist prop- 
aganda to create doubt and confusion in our own society. 

Of course. President Sadat is also contributing his 
share to this anti-Arab campaign, with such deliberately 
opaque remarks as “the hawks of Israel would wish nothing 
better than for the Baghdad mentality to prevail through- 
out the Arab World.” Indeed, one of the main aims of this 
propaganda blitz is to divert our attention from Mr. Sadat's 
own collusion with the Zionist enemy. Another is to distort 
the position of front-line states like Jordan, whose respon- 
sibilities in upholding Arab interests have grown more 
burdensome because of Mr. Sadat's repudiation of those 
interests. 

Thanks to the “Baghdad mentality” which Mr. Sadat 
derides with such facility, the Arab nation is rediscovering 
its own self-strength and self-confidence, even as it enters 
its most perilous period. Jordan, too, exposed as it is to the 
new dangers that confront it, is demonstrating rein- 
vigorated" strength and confidence. Those who claim 
otherwise, or who seek to make it otherwise, should be 
ignored. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


COMMENTING ON the statements recently made by Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan concerning the occupied Arab 
territories, particularly the West Bank. ALRAT Tuesday says: “It 
seems that Israel these days, has no concern except to cast doubt 
on Jordan's national stand which has not changed since Israel 
occupied the Arab territories in 1967.” 

“Israel” the paper continues, “has been nurturing illusions that 
Jordan's moderate stand would ultimately end in capitulation. 
This illusion derives from the belief that Egypt’s acceptance of 
Israel's terms of capitulation might push Jordan to acquiesce and 
aedept the role prescribed for it by the Camp David agreements.” 
Believing that the United States wants to deal with every Arab 
state separately, in a bid to settle the Middle East issue, the paper 
wonders “If we aFe facing a new ominous 'Sykes Picof treaty, the 
fabricators of which are trying tore-parririon the Arab world in 
such a way as to satisfy Israeli expansionist ambitions.'' 

The paper states, as an example, that “Syria can have the Golan 
Heights back provided it abandons the Palestinian cause and 
Jerusalem as Sadat has done.” 

“Jordan,” the paper continues, “can live in peace if it foregoes 
its position based on Israeli withdrawal from all the occupied 
territories, and the realisation of the rights of the Palestinians to 
self-determination," 

“Lebanon, according to the Camp David dictates, can (also) 
live in peace if the Saad Haddad (Christian) militias spread their 
full control over all of Lebanon.” 

"Will Israel succeed in liquidating the Palestinian problem 
outside the Palestinian homeland, and will the Arabs be able to 
face up to the new conspiracy by building up their indigenous 
strength?' the paper asks. 

Commenting on the same subject. AL DUSTOUR says: 
“Dayan’s recognition of Syrian sovereignty over the Golan 
Heights and Egyptian sovereignty over Sinai does not mean that 
he has brought up something new or offered any concessions. The 
integrity of Syrian and Egyptian territories is internationally rec- 
ognised whether Dayan likes it or not.” 

Rejecting Dayan's allegations that the West Bank was nor 
under Arab sovereignty when Israel occupied it, the paper says: 
“Dayan’s talk about the Jordanian invasion of the West Bank 
(reflects,) the imagination of a psychopath. The West Bank was 
not without Arab sovereignty when Israel took it (by force).’’ 
“Israeli media are trying to present Dayan’s statements on the 
Golan Heights as a significant concession on his part. Such games, 
concocted by the Israelis, will not succeed in eliminating the 
Palestinian problem from the core of the Arab issue,” the paper 
concludes.

Orphans’ fund profits up JD 100,000 

AMMAN, April 17 (JNA)— The capital of the corporation for the 
management and investment of orphans’ funds last year totaled JD 
5.165.195 in comparison with I977*sJD4,H5,32^tihe Islamic chief 
justice Sheikh Ibrahim Qattan said at a press conference here Sun- 
day. He said the fund last year realised total profits of JD 258,519 
against JD 153,120 in 1977. Sheikh Qattan, who is also chairman of 
the fund's board, said the fund's shareholders, estimated at about 
12,133 minors, will receive part of the dividends nearly 8.4 per cent. 
Among the main projects being carried out by the fund is the con- 
struction of four blocks of residential flats near the seventh circle 
which will cost nearly JD I million. The fund owns 150 dunums of 
land in Amman which will be sold to increase the fund's assets. 
Sheikh Qattan said. He added that the fund's future plants include 
the construction of blocks of flats to house families with limited 
income who will pay for their flat in instalments. According to the 
corporation's director general Ala’eddin Naramari, the corporation 
last year acquired shares in the capital of 20 Jordanian industrial 
companies by investing a total of JD 506,568. 

Jordan, Qatar form cultural cooperation 
programme 

AMMAN, April 17 (JNA)— Jordan and Qatar signed here yesterday 
a programme of action for cooperation in cultural fields, in 
implementation of a bilateral agreement signed between them in 
1972. The three-year programme was drawn up during talks held 
here between officials from both countries and signed for Jordan by 
the under-secretary of the Ministry of Education. Ahmad ’ Aqayleh, 
and his Qatari counterpart Abul Aziz Ibn Turki.

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A QUESTION that seems to linger is the fol- 
lowing: Is it in the interest of big countries that . 
there be unstable smaB countries, or is it the other- 
way around? Big and small are not used here to - - 
denote areas; big refers to strong and indus- 
trialised countries, while small refers to develop? 
mg countries. ; _ . 

There seem to be two different answers to this 
urgent and insistent question. Such answers are . 
not spelled out in books, but can be deduced from 
practice. 

The first view is that it would seem that the 
powers prefer to see the LDCs (less- develop* 
countries) rather unstables in order to diminsh 
the possibility that LDCs may groVtr unto com- 
petitors of the big powers, and they stand by while - 
the LDCs are beset by chaos, riots and petty wars 
winch limits their rates of growth to very modest 
amounts. It is said that ou the average LDCs grow 
at rates that are lower than those of developed 
countries. But if defence, and security expen- 
ditures were constrained, die LDCs could achieve 
higher growth rates, and therefore it would take 
them far less time to catch up with the big ones. 

The second view is that international relations 
do not only run one way, and their effects are not / 
limited to the LDCs. One heats quite often these 
days that the Middle East; for instance, is a poten- 
tially explosive area that oould jeopardise world 
peace and bring the two superpowers into a fare to 
face conflict— dins transforming a cold war game 
into a catastrophic war. 

Moreover, the defenders of this second answer 
believe that the Third World countries are not as 
divided as they used to be. Sometimes these coun- 
tries flex their musdes through cartels. This, when

AMMAN. April 17 - - 

Archaeological work carried put 
by the Department of Antiquities 
on an ancient Ammonite wateb- 
tuwer on Jabal Amman will be 
completed this week. The tower, 
situated near the Jabal Amman 
Maternity Hospital, on the road 
from Third Circle to Fifth Circle, 
is being excavated b\ a team of ten 
men under the joint supervision of 
Mrs. 2ein Buran and Mrs. Hilda 
Fariz. 

The tower has been known as 
Ruj-jrr. (which translates as "pile 
of stones”) Maifuf (south), 
despite the fact that its official 
name is Burj (meaning "tower” l 
Maifuf (south). Indeed, until the 
Department of Antiquitie* actu- 
ally got around to this work one 
could easily have mistaken the 
mound— in the middle of a com- 
frnable residential area near the 
Zuhran Palace— for just a pile of 
stones. Now that Rujum Malfui 
(south t looks much tidier, and 


after the Department fences it off. 
it may regain its old name of Burj. 

The reason attention is now 
being to the tower, which 

has had no archaeological work 
done on it since 1975. is thal it is 
located on private !and which the 
owner wants to sell. 

"We’ vc got to determine ihe 
importance of this site.” Dr. 
Adnan Hadidi. Director of the 
Department of Antiquities, told 
the Jordan Times in a recent inter- 
view. "It is no. 1 , time :o c’arift the 
situation of this and similar 
towers, particularly as ;hL» ortc is 
in the hear: of a residential area." 
he added. 

It is not likely that ih-_- site will 
t*e abandoned. What will probably 
happen is (hat. following the 
cleaning up and current exca- 
vations, it will be fenced -*ff and 
preserved like it's sister tower 

Rujum Maifuf (north). 

Rujum Maifuf (north 1 is the 
largest and best known nf 2-3 such 
watch towers located in the area 
between Wadi ; Ahdoun and Wadi 
Seer, which line the western bor- 
der of the ancient Ammonite 
Kingdom (circa 1300 B.C.). 
Rujum Maifuf i north) is also on 
Jabal Amman beside the new 
Registration and Research Centre 
of tbe Depart mem of Antiquities. 
It has been excavated, fenced off 
and a sign giving a brief historical 
explanation of it has been erected 
by the department. 

Although Rujum Maifuf 
(south) has been on the official 
gazette of the Department of 
Antiquities since the time when 
Jordan was an emirate, it has not 
only been neglected bv the 
department but half of i: was 
allowed to be destroyed 20 years 
ago when two buildings were 
erected there. Half of the tower 
was bulldozed away then and just 
last month it looked as if the same 
thing was going to happen to the 
remaining half when the depart- 
ment finally took some action to 
preserve it. 

The only other time archaeolog- 
ical work was carried out at the 
site was in 1975 when a group of 
volunteers from the Friends of- 
Archaeology under the direction 
of Dr. Hank Thompson conducted 
a one-month dig. Dr. Thompson 
was sen. ing as the Annual Pro- 
fessor at the American Centre of 
OrienJ.t! Research (A COR), 
which was then located in its Third 
Circle premises. 

Dr. Thompson's work unea- 
rthed pottery from the Iron Age 
and the Late Roman- Byzantine 
era indicating that the 
watchtowers— which were orig- 
inally built to defend the Ammo- 
nite Kingdom— were actually 
reused by the Romans as barracks 
for the soldiers. 

The current department dig at 
the tower supports this theory 
since wniled-in doorways have 
been discovered in the tower. It is 


believed that the doorways were 
sealed off by the Romans. 

The beginning of the current 
work on the tower cannot have 
been very exciting as it was mainly 
a matter of clearing, in recent 
years Rujum Maifuf (south) has 
been used as a toilet and rubbish 
dump, and the large gaps in the 
rough unmorrared walls have 
made pleasant homes tor insects, 
snakes and rats. However, having 
got over the unsavoury part, the 
te.im has worked well and within 
four weeks dug down to bedrock, 
unawering the whole history - 
telling remains of ihe tower. 

Mrs. Zein Buran told the Jor- 
dan Times during a ica break ai 
the site Iasi week, that most of the 
finds date to the Iron Age (1300 
B.C.J but added that they also 
have found a small Roman piece 
of pottery' which Dr. Hadidi has 
identified as a miniature chariot 
wheel. As the wheel is only the 
size of one's pjlm it must have 
been pari of a model or toy. They 
have also found a few Byzantine 
pieces and. interestingly enough, 
since the tower when in use was 
always the iiabitat of soldiers, part 
of a bracelet and hairpin — 
womens' accessories. 

Two buckets filled with the 
bones ol two skeletons were 
brought out of the watchman’s 
•tent during our te3 break. Both 


skeletons were found lying beside 
the foundations of the house 
which stands on land where the 
other half of the tower used to be. 
Mrs. Buran said on-.- of the skele- 
tons was obviously very old but 
the other one couldn't be more 
than ten t ears old and could, she 
believes, be the remains of a vic- 
tim of the civii disturbances of 
1 970. 

Outside the six-metre-high 
rower walls, the department team 
opened ar.ozher trench in the hope 
of finding possible evidence of an 
earlier settlement on the site but 
they soon found (after digging 
about two inches deep) that they 

had hit bedrock. In fact the 
bulldozer which last month 
threatened to damage the tower 
had moved a lot of earth from 
around the outer wall. Although 
that earth— now piled up a few feet 
from the tower— might contain 
some interesting pot sherds, it is 
useless to search it, Mrs. Buran 
said, because the historical layers 
have been disturbed. Mrs. Buran 
and Mrs. Fariz. having virtually 
completed the work on the site, 
will now bring the dig to a close, 
take all the find* tu the regist- 
ration centre and write a report on 
their work, comparing their con- 
clusions with those of Dr. 
Thompson.

MONTERREY, Mexico - The 
railways of Mexico conjure up 
cowboy film images — mous- 
tachioed bandits robbing gold 
and silver bullion from freight 
cars or the revolutionary hero 
Pancho- Villa conquering the 
desert towns of the north with 
his armoured train. 

Today’s reality is tamer and 
infinitely more comfortable. 
The night express from Mexico 
City to Monterrey, in particular, 
must qualify as one of the great 
trains of our time. 

Every evening at six o'clock 
the Regiomontano (the Man 
from Monterrey) leaves the 
modern marble lined 
Buenavista station in the Mex- 
ican capital on its 15-hour jour- 
ney to the main industrial 
centre of Mexico fartothenorfh 

near the border with the U.S. 
The Regiomontano consists of 
half a dozen sleeping cars, a 
restaurant and a club or obser- 
vation car which take travellers 
the 1,000 kilometres in con- 
siderable comfort at the modest 
price of between S2Q and S30.

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Voting begins for Rhodesia’s 
black- majority government 




SALISBURY, Rhodesia, April 17 (AP) - For the 
first time ever in Rhodeaa, blacks and whites 
together went to the polls today to elect a black- 
majority government and bring peace to their 
blood-stained land. Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the 
black member of the transition government 
expected to become the country's first black prime 
minister when the votes are counted, cast his ballot 
in Highfields, the major black township in the cap- 
ital. 


The turnout was reported to be 
heavy in Salisbury when the polls 
opened throughout the country at 
seven a.m. local time. 

Mr. Eric Pope-Simmonds, 
Rhodesia's registrar general of 
voters, described the voting turn- 
out this morning as "quite good, 
quite brisk.*' 

Many black voters didn't want 
to be interviewed by reporters for 
fear of reprisal from black guer- 
rillas. But one middle-aged 
woman, who wouldn’t give her 
name, told reporters "1 vote so 
that we can gain freedom.” A 
young black man said. "1 voted 
because that is what we have been 
fighting for." 

The five-day poll began under 
security measures as unpre- 
cedented as the election itself. 
Some 1 00.000 active duty soldiers 
and reservists, some of them in 
their late 50's, kept a vigil against 
black nationalist guerrillas in the 
bush and in urban areas. 

The guerrillas, vowing to wreck 
the election, last night set fire to a 
fuel depot in the southern garrison 
town of Fort Victoria with rockets. 

About 50 international obser- 
vers and close to 300 reporters 
were packed aboard buses in 
Salisbury just after dawn to be 
taken to the airport and flown to 
points throughout Rhodesia (o 
observe the first day of polling. 

Rhodesian Government offi- 
cials were hoping for a big turnout 
among the 2.8 million blacks and 
1C0.000 whites estimated to be 
eligible to vote. 

The biraciaf transition gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith, which w ill hand over power 


to a black majority government m 
about a month’s time, hopes that 
the election will be a watershed in 
Rhodesia's struggle for inter- 
national recognition. 

Since unilaterally declaring its 
independence from Britain in 
1965. ironically to prevent even- 
tual black rule, this breakaway 
colony has been an interna fional 
outcast Only neighbouring South 
Africa maintains a diplomatic pre- 
sence and Rhodesia has been sub- 
ject to economic and military 
sanctions. 

Last March. Mr. Smith — a mov- 
ing force behind independence 14 
years ago — reversed himself, 
formed a transitional government 
with moderate black politicians 


and began the process of dis- 
mantling 90 years of white domi- 
nation. , _ 

The agreement reached bet- 
ween Mr. Smith and the black 
leaders has been criticised because 
whites will continue to have much 
say in the future government. 

The whites — making up just 
four per cent of the population — 
will have 28 of the 1 00 seats in the 
country's new House of Assem- 
bly. These seats were already 
decided in an election last week. 

Blacks will have the other 72 
seats but constitutional provisions 
will keep the armed forces, civil 
administration, the judiciary and 
the police in white hands for the 
next five years. 

The Patriotic Front guerrilla 
alliance of Zambia-based Joshua 
Nkomo and Mozambique-based 
Robert Mugabe has vowed to 
sabotage the election because it 
claims it is just a facade for con- 
tinued white rule under a token 
black prime minister and black- 
dominated legislature. 

But black leaders here privately 
see the election another wav. It 
gives rhe minority whites guaran- 
tees that will keep them from fle- 
eing a black Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 


Turkish cabinet united after 
earlier threat of ‘discord’ 


ANKARA. April 17 (RJ — The 
Turkish cabinet of Premier Bulenr 
Ecevit emerged united today after 
a 1 7-hour session held to resolve 
differences over ways of handling 
political violence and separatist 
movements. 

The cabinet met last night to 
discuss a public statement issued 
on Friday by six of its members. 
This warned of grave con- 
sequences and “discord w ithin the 
cabinet" if solutions to the prob- 
lems of violence and separatism 
within the country as well as the 
economic situation were not sol- 
ved without further delay. 

About 1.000 lives were lost in 
political violence in Turkey during 
the past year and the government 
was especially worried about the 


Liberian president reports 
29 killed in recent rioting 


MONROVIA. April 17 
(R)-Liberian President William 
Tolbert said yesterday that the 
weekend rioting which left 29 
dead was pan of an attempt to 
overthrow the government. 

Summoning newsmen to a 
cabinet meeting to assure them 
that everything was now under 
control, the president gave the 
first casualty figures for the 
demonstrations and rioting and 
footing on Saturday. He said there 
were 409 casualties, including 29 
killed, one a policeman. 

The demonstrations were 
designed by " wicked and evil men 
to bring chaos and disorder in the 
country with the eventual objec- 
tive of overthrowing the gov- 
ernment. I have information to 
back it,” President Tolbert said. 

He added that there was evi- 
dence that foreign elements were 
behind these instigators. 

The trouble began when large 


groups marched on the State 
House on Saturday to protest 
against a minister's suggestion 
that rice_ prices be raised. Tanks 
were called out and police fired on 
the demonstrators, who threw 
stones. 

During the night virtually every 
major store in the capital was 
looted and ransacked. Business 
yesterday remained at a standstill, 
with only a few government 
offices open as the cleanup con- 
tinued. 

President Tolbert accused lead- 
ers of the progressive Alliance of 
Liberia of trying to stir people 
against the govemmet. He said the 
leaders were all in hiding. 

Asked if arrests had been made. 
Dr. Tolbert said the government 
was handling the situation, and 
would take firm measures to make 
sure that such things never hap- 
pened again. He said reports that 
soldiers had joined in the looting 
were also being investigated.

There were 445 static polling 
booths and 241 mobile polling 
booths in operation today. The 
mobile booths were to be moved 
around in rural areas to give all 
black voters a chance to cast bai- 
lors. Election officials said the 
booths would give a total of 2,000 
polling points before the voting 
ends on Saturday. 

Because of the complexity, they 
decided that there would be no 
voter registration, pointing out 
that a stalled Anglo-American 
peace plan for the country didn’t 
plan on this either.

Anti-Turkey demonstrations in 
Greece expected to draw protest 


ATHENS, Greece. April 17 
(AP)— Diplomatic sources in 
Athens yesterday said Ankara is 
considering a protest against 
Greece for hosting recent anti- 
Turkish demonstrations by 
Armenian and Kurdish groups 
here over the weekend. 

The Kurds and Armenians 
called for armed action against 
Turkey to get back their claimed 
lands and avenge alleged Turkish 
genocide of these stateless 
national minorities. 

Greek Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials however said attempts were 
made for these events not to take 
on strong anti-Turkish overtones. 


Says manager of 194-year-old U.K. daily 

Future of The Times ‘in doubt’ 
following renewed disagreements 


LONDON, April 17 (AP) 
Renewed disagreements with 
printing workers have forced The 
Times to abandon plans to restart 
publication today after a four- 
and-a -half-month break, and a 
senior executive said the future of 
the famous British newspaper now 
is in doubt. 

• Mr. Dugal Nisbet-Smith, gen- 
eral manager of Times News- 
papers Ltd., said: "The whole 
future is in doubt... Obviously the 
future of the company wiD have to 
be examined very closely.” 

The 194-year-old newspaper's 
prestigious weekly stable-mate. 
The Sunday Times, which first 
appeared in 1822, and three 
Times weekly supplements 
devoted to books, education and 
higher education, also .are 
involved in the stoppage. 

The company halted pub- 
lication of The Times last Nov. 30 
and also stopped printing The 
Sunday Times and the three sup- 
plements. 

It vowed it would not resume 
publication until rock-solid 
agreements were worked out with 
its 4,210 workers on a package of 
proposals. It wants labour unions 
to accept a new disputes pro- 
cedure to stop wildcat strikes and 
agree to the introduction of new 
electronic typesetting procedures 
that will cut jobs and save money. 

The company said that in 1978, 
wildcat stoppages meant losses of 
13.168 million copies and cost 
£3.9 million in lost sales and 
advertising revenue. 

When the dispute started. 
Canadian-born Lord Kenneth 


Thomson of Fleet, president of- 
Times Newspapers Ltd., said 
there was no question of per- 
manently closing the five pub- 
lications. 

After three months of stale- 
mate. the company announced on 
March 8 that it bad achieved a 
breakthrough in talks with its five 
print unions. It said it hoped to 
resume publication of The Times 
on April 17 and of The Sunday 
Times on April 22 and also restart 
the three supplements. 

But since then more trouble has 
arisen over the introduction of the 
electronic typesetting equipment. 

The National Gramical Associ- 
ation, one of the main printing 
unions involved, says only its 
members should be allowed to 
handle the new equipment. It has 
refused to agree to journalists and 
advertising staff also being 
allowed to do so. 

The union stands to lose 45 per 
cent of its 600 members employed 
by the company if journalist and 
advertising staff are allowed to use 
the equipment, which has cost the 
company £3 million. 

The union is scheduled Thurs- 
day to decide whether to accept 
the company's proposal to take 
the dispute to the government’s 
Arbitration Service. Mr. Nisbet- 
Smith commented: “There is still 
a large gap between us and there 
does not appear to be much time 
left.” The company is bleeding to 
death, having lost at least £7 mil- 
lion since Nov. 30.

Turkish displeasure with the 
developments here appear clearly 
related to Ankara's concern that 
minorities within its borders might 
commence mobilisation similar to 
that iu Iran, aggravating the polit- 
ical turmoil already faced in Tur- 
key.
